“All That ls Within Me” 


When the psalmist calls upon his 
soul to bless the Lord, he adds, “and 
all that is within me, bless his holy 
name” (Psa. 103:1). This requires “a 
mind at perfect peace with God,” a 
unified, not a split, personality and will. 
If every part of our being is to join 
in praising God, it means that our wills 
are in perfect harmony with His, Bhere 
can be no resistance, rebellion, refusal, 
or complaint. We must not only be 
willing to obey, but really believe in 
the depths of our hearts that His will 
is best. Why would this not be so? 
He made us, He spared not His own 
Son for us, He knows exactly what our 
capacities and limitations are and for 
what work we are best fitted. He 
knows which circumstances are best for 
our training. The Thanksgiving season 
is a good time to search our own hearts, 
in the light of God’s Word and with 
the aid of the Holy Spirit, to see 
whether we really can praise God with 
a whole heart: If we cannot, then we 
are like a piano with one or two bad 
notes, a viclin with one loose string, 
or a cornet that is flat. Such instru- 
ments are an annoyance in a Sunday 
school, a church, or a home; they make 
anyone wince who has an ear for music 
and they confuse the singers. (Recently 
a pastor did a wise thing: he spoke 
right out in prayer meeting, when some- 
thing was obviously wrong with the 
piano, and asked one of the officers to 
have the tuner come.) It’s a very un- 
pleasant feeling for a pianist to sit down 
at the keyboard and begin to play with 


enthusiasm a hymn of praise, such as 
“To God Be the Glory,” and then find 
that one note is off. He seems to hit 
that entirely too often! How is it with 
our own hearts? Are there one, or two, 
or three strings that are slack, or per- 
haps even too tense, so that the har- 
mony is broken? Are there keys on 
the keyboard of our hearts that give 
a harsh sound, or are even silent, which 
ought to have been repaired long ago, 
and which we have neglected? If false 
musical notes offend our human ears, 
how much more offensive in God’s ears 
must be praise that is cracked by some 
hidden bitterness, or stubbornness, or 
murmuring in the heart! In that very 
same wonderful Psalm of thanksgiving, 
the One Hundred and Third, we learn 
that “he knoweth our frame; he re- 
membereth that we are dust”; so He is 
not so much concerned that our voices 
be perfect as that we “sing with the 
spirit, and . . . sing with the under- 
standing also” (1 Cor. 14:15), that we 
be “singing with grace in your [our] 
hearts to the Lord” (Col. 3:16). The 
psalmist puts the desire to bless the 
Lord with all that is within him at the 
threshold of Psalm 103, for it is no use 
going on with the rest of it until we 
can do that. We know pretty well 
whether the strings of our hearts are 
in tune with God’s standard notes, and 
if there is any doubt, the Spirit can 
show us and enable us to get them in 
tune. Only then can we _ proceed 
through the Psalm with cheerful hearts, 
and enthusiastically join in the con- 
cluding sixfold blessing.

of thanksgiving. “It is a good 
thing to give thanks unto the Lord, and 
to sing praises unto thy name, O most 
High.” This thought is continued to the 
end of verse three and then comes the 
reason for thanksgiving: “For thou, 
Lord, hast made me glad through thy 
work” (v. 4). The spirit of praise

comes through being gladdenéd by God. 
Have you ever felt a surge of gratitude 
for something that God, in His goodness, 
has done, something that has gladdened 
you? Then express your gratitude in 
praise and thanksgiving. 

Not always are we alert to see the 
kind working of God, however. But if 
our eyes are open and our minds 
thoughtful as to the divine activity, 
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we shall see many gladdening, praise- 
inspiring things. 

For one thing, we shall see and re- 
joice in God’s work as Creator of all 
things. Many of us have read to our 
children from Stevenson’s “A Child’s 
Garden of Verses” these lines: 


The world is so fyll of a number of 
things 


I'm sure we should all be as happy as 


kings. 
Many of us have had opportunity dur- 
ing the summer vacation to see and de- 
light in some of the wonders of God’s 
creative handiwork and be gladdened 
thereby. We come back able to sing 
with fresh appreciation: 
My God, I thank Thee, who hast made 
The earth so bright, 

So full of splendor and of joy, d 
Beauty and light; 

So many glorious things are here, 
Noble and right. 

A young woman who had given little 
thought to religion began studying for 
a medical degree. One day, in her study 
of anatomy, she found herself fasci- 
nated by the wonders of the human 
hand—how remarkably it is designed, 
how well adapted to its purpose. Then, 
suddenly, it dawned upon her that this 
could not just have happened, that she 
was considering an example of the cre- 
ative wisdom and work of God. And 
the skillful ingenuity she discerned in 
the fashioning of the human hand 
brought her face to face with God as 
the great Creator, and humbled her 
spirit in reverent awe and adoration be- 
fore His creative skill, And she had been 
considering just one aspect of His work 
in creation. How many more aspects 
of it are open to human study and ad- 
miration, .all declaring the wisdom, 
power, and goodness of the great Maker 
of all things! 

Harvest thanksgiving. directs our 
thought to God’s work as the provider 
of all good. His is the power behind 
the productiveness of earth.

It is all the more startling when 
many ministers are advocating these 
films from their pulpits, and many 
Christian people are being deceived 
by this fact—An Eastern U.S. reader. 


The Times believes it is inconsistent 
and incongruous for the professional 
actors and actresses of Hollywood, and 








The Picture on the Cover 


N THE cover of this Thanksgiving 
Number of THE ScHoot T¥MEs, 
Mrs. Elizabeth St. John Bruce, a de- 
scendant of both Pilgrims and Puri- 
tans, is shown reading a Bible pub- 
lished in Holland in 1623. She sits in 
the “common room” of Harlow House, 
Plymouth, Mass., built in 1677 with 
timbers from the first Pilgrim fort and 
meeting house by Sergeant William 
Harlow. Straw used in making the 
plaster walls may be plainly seen, 
The Harlow House, now the property 
of the Plymouth Antiquarian Society, 
of which Mrs. Bruce is a prominent 
member, has been restored to its orig- 
inal appearance, 
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the commercial moving picture industry 
as a whole, to represent the godly men 
and women of the Bible. The producers 
and script writers do not seem to be 
able to keep away from Bible phrases 
for their titles any more than novelists 
can, but this is only a proof of the wide- 
spread use of the Efiglish of the King 
James Version and cannot be consid- 
ered an endorsement of what is written 
and shown on the screen. 

A few months ago Dr. Wilbur Smith 
quoted in the “Survey” the caustic com- 
ments of Time magazine on the movie, 
“The Ten Commandments.” The writer 
said: 

“Sometimes DeMille is worse than 
merely flashy. It is difficult to find an- 
other instance in which so large a 
golden calf has been set up without ob- 
jection from religious leaders. With in- 
superable piety, Cinemogul DeMille 
claims that he has tried ‘to translate 
the Bible back to its original form,’ the 
form in which it was lived. .. . Is this 
blasphemy? Technically not; but it is 


. sometimes hard to determine where the 


fine line between bad taste and sacri- 
lege is to be drawn. When God speaks 
to Moses from the burning bush, out 
booms a big, creamy bass voice that 
sounds like nothing so much as a TV 
announcer making a pitch for a local 
funeral home. At such moments it is 
impossible to avoid the impression that 
the moviemaker, no doubt without in- 
tending to, has taken the name of the 
Lord in vain.” 

Dr. H. Clay Trumbull, former Editor 
of the Times, dealt thoroughly with the 
theater in a chapter in his book, “Border 
Lines in the Field of Doubtful Prac- 
tices” (out of print). In this he said: 
“The very terms ‘hypocrisy’ and ‘play- 
ing a part on the stage’ are identical in 
their earlier signification. ‘Hypocrite’ 
is, in both its Greek and Latin forms, 
a designation of an actor in the thea- 
ter.” Conceding that every actor is not 
by any means a hypocrite in the ordi- 
nary sense of this latter term, Dr. Trum- 
bull continued: “It does follow, how- 
ever, that the stigma attaching to the 
terms ‘hypocrite’ or ‘actor’ is a natural 
outgrowth of the universal conviction 
that in everything and always it is bet- 
ter for a man to be true to himself, to 
do his own work in the world, and to 
fill his own place, than for him to play 
a part, to strive to be another than his 
own self, and to seek to seem what in 
reality he is not.” 

These are’ some of the reasons why 
the portrayal of Christian personages 
by professional actors and actresses 
seems so utterly out of place. 

A very good recent book on this sub- 
ject is “The Christian and the Movies,” 
by Dr. Stephen W. Paine, president of 
Houghton College, Houghton, N. Y. 
(Wm, B. Eerdmans Pub. Co., Grand 
Rapids 3, Mich., $1; reviewed in the 
Times, Sept. 21.) 
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Praising God on Thanksgiving Day—and Always 
And how a British admiral learned 


what praise will do 


tian nations observe Christmas as 

a national holiday. But in so far 
as I am aware, the United States is 
the only country in the world that ob- 
serves a day of Thanksgiving as a 
national holiday, by proclamation of 
the ruler of the land. 

Thanksgiving is a day of praising God 
for all the blessings of the past year. 
The Word of God says: “Whoso offereth 
praise glorifieth me” (Psa. 50:23). So 
our nation sets apart one day each year 
for giving God the glory for all His 
blessings. This is one of the reasons 
that God has made the United States 
the richest and the most powerful 
nation in all the world. 

It is interesting and instructive to 
look back and see how our Thanks- 
giving Day had its origin. The Pilgrim 
Fathers were God-fearing and Bible- 
loving people. They wanted to set 
apart a day for giving thanks to God 
for all His great goodness to them. They 
doubtless recalled that the Feast of 
Tabernacles of the Jews was held each 
year after they had gathered in their 
harvest. As we read in Leviticus, 
“When ye have gathered in the fruit 
of the land, ye shall keep a feast unto 
the Lord” (23:39). 


The First Thanksgiving Day 

Hence the first Thanksgiving Day 
appointed by the Pilgrim Fathers was 
celebrated immediately after their first 
harvest in their new land in 1621. They 
set apart an entire day to give thanks 
and praise to God for bringing them 
over to the new country, and for their 
first harvest of the soil, and for all His 
goodness and mercy to them, in spite 
of difficulties and trials. 

And the early Pilgrim Fathers wantéd 
others to rejoice with them in praising 
God for His goodness. They invited 
friendly Indians and the Indian chief 
to come and enjoy a feast of good things 
with them. They sent out four men 
who hunted for an entire day, and re- 
turned with plenty of wild ducks and 
geese and turkeys. 

The friendly Indians gladly accepted 
the invitation and ninety of them came 
with their chief. They also brought 
with them five deer. The Indians stayed 
for three days, and before each meal 
the Pilgrims publicly thanked God for 
all His great goodness to them. 

Later, occasional Thanksgiving Days 
were appointed by the Continental 
Congress. In 1789 George Washington, 
as President, issued a strong and beau- 
tiful Thanksgiving Day proclamation.

The Editor looks back with thanks- 
giving to his valuable experiences 
as Mr. Davis’s assistant in Pocket 
Testament League work in U.S. 
Army camps in the Southwest dur- 
ing World War I. He learned 
many lessons which have stood him 
in good stead in Christian work 
during the forty years since then.

There 
is a new blessing for readers in this 
call to thanksgiving. 








In it he said: “It is the duty of all 
nations to acknowledge the providence 
of Almighty God, to obey His Will, and 
to be grateful for His benefits, and hum- 
bly to implore His protection and favor.” 

At the close of the Civil War, Abra- 
ham Lincoln, as President of the United 
States, appointed the last Thursday of 
November to be observed as a day of 
national Thanksgiving. And the Presi- 
dents since then have nearly always 
followed his example in the matter of 
the date of Thanksgiving. 

As Christians, we are all to join in 
observing Thanksgiving as a day of 
praise to God, because of His great 
goodness to each one of us; and to eat 
and drink before the Lord with joy 
and gladness. But let us not forget 
that we are to praise God not only on 
Thagksgiving Day, but on all the days 
of our lives. The Word of God is filled 
to overflowing with exhortations to 
praise God at all times—not only when 
the sun shines brightly, and when all 
is well; but when the dark clouds gather 
and we are in the midst of trouble and 
sorrow. 

I want to tell you of a man who 
praised the Lord at all times, and his 
example brought real blessing to my 
own soul. It was in Peking, China, many 
years ago that I met this man. He was 
Sir James Startin, a retired admiral 
of the British Navy. At that time I 
was going out day after day speaking 
to Chinese soldiers, and giving New Tes- 
taments to those who promised to read 
them. Admiral Startin was a great 
friend of Mr. D, E, Hoste, the director 
of the China Inland Mission, and had 
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come to China to visit Mr. Hoste, his 
long-time friend. 

Admiral Startin became much inter- 
ested in my work of speaking to the 
soldiers and giving them the Word of 
God. He went with me on several oc- 
casions, and as we talked together he 
told me a remarkable thing. He said 
that as a young Christian man he de- 
termined to praise God for everything 
—good or bad—and he told me how 
the Lord had blessed him for being 
willing to praise God when the dark 
clouds gathered, as well as when the 
sun shone brightly. 

Here is the first experience he related 
to me: “I was captain of a ship in the 
British Naval fleet that was at the time 
in Hong Kong, China. While we were 
in Hong Kong, I received a letter from 
my wife in England, saying that our 
daughter was very seriously ill and 
might not recover. Soon after I re- 
ceived the letter, our fleet was ordered 
to go to Australia. I was greatly dis- 
tressed, but kept my promise to God 
to keep on praising Him. 

Victory in Spite of Fear 

“When we reached Australia, I went 
as quickly as possible to the post office. 
I feared I would receive a cablegram 
{it was before the days of radio] stating 
that our daughter had gone to be with 
the Lord. I went to the telegraph 
clerk, and asked as calmly as I could, 
‘Is there any cable for my ship?’ The 
clerk answered, ‘No, but there is one 
for the captain of the ship.’” 

Captain Startin took the envelope 
containing the cablegram from the 
clerk, but did not open it. He said to 
himself: “There it is. It is from my 
wife in England and it contains the 
news of our daughter’s Home-call.” 
Then, with the envelope still unopened, 
he did a very courageous thing. In 
many of the British post offices there 
are pillars and around the pillars are 
small writing places. They are quite 
open to the public, so that anyone pass- 
ing by can see what is being done at 
the writing places. 

Captain Startin went to one of these 
small writing places, and knelt down— 
with the envelope containing the un- 
opened cablegram in his hand. He said 
to the Lord, “I am going to stay here 
on my knees until You give me the vic- 
tory to praise You—in spite of my 
daughter’s Home-call.” 

At length he got the victory and arose 
from his knees and tore open the en- 
velope containing the cablegram. It 
was not from his wife at all! It was 
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simply from the Supplies Department 
of the British Navy asking if he needed 
any more supplies for his ship. And— 
praise God—Captain Startin’s daughter 
was still alive and well when he told 
me the story years later. 

He also told me another story of how 
it pays to praise God at all times. On 
one occasion the fleet was in the Bay 
of B’scay, where sudden severe storms 
often arise. During one of these sud- 
den storms, one of the vessels broke its 
anchor and was wrecked on the rocks. 

Evidently Captain Startin had some- 
thing to do with the anchors and was 
somewhat blamed for the accident. A 
correspondence ensued between Cap- 
tain Startin and the Lord Admiral of 
the British, Navy. At length Captain 
Startin decided to go to London and 
have a personal talk about the matter 
with the head of the British Navy. 
When Captain Startin was ushered into 
the presence of his chief, the clerks 
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expected a long war of words. Captain 
Startin, however, was very quiet and 
let his chief do most of the talking. 
When Captain Startin was ushered out 
he simply turned back and said, “Thank 
you! Thank you, Lord Grey. Good-by.” 

In a flash, the Lord of the Admiralty 
answered, “Good-by, Jimmie,” calling 
him by his first name. And, behold, in 
the first World War it was that same 
head of the British Navy who promoted 
Captain Startin to the rank of an ad- 
miral! 

How it pays to praise the Lord, not 
only on Thanksgiving Day—but at~all 
times! 

God grant that many of those who 
read these lines may determine to 
praise the Lord at all times. The Psalm- 
ist David had evidently learned this 
lesson, as he says in Psalm 34:1, “I will 
bless the Lord at all times.”

First Impressions of English Keswick 


Two men who were, under God, responsible for 
its development into a world-wide movement 


WAS converted in August, 1896, as 

a lad of eighteen years of age and 
at that time was going up to Oxford 
University, and, of course, the Kes- 
wick Convention was the very center 
of the spiritual life of the Church of 
God in Great Britain to us students of 
the Christian Union, 

Perhaps the first man to arrest my 
attention and to grip me was the Rev. 
G. H. C. Macgregor, M.A., who gave a 
series of Bible readings on “The Holy 
Life and How To Live It.” To a large 
number of us students, it was a chal- 
lenge that we all had to face, and the 
life of holiness became in our minds 
the great experience in which to enter. 
As a result of that booklet, I read, I 
think, every book I could lay my hands 
,on, on the subject of the deepening of 
the spiritual life, like Wesley’s “Entire 
Sanctification” and many of the books 
and booklets written by the early Wes- 
ley preachers. They all had a great 
influence on me, but I noticed that, in 
almost every case, those Methodists 
who entered into blessing had had a 
marvelous inward spiritual experience 
or memorable visions of the Lord 
Jesus. 

I do not doubt at all the reality of 
any of these experiences. Undoubtedly 


God blessed them abundantly to the 
thousands who must have read their 
books and booklets, and, whilst at col- 
lege, I was determined to have some- 
thing like that experience, and I re- 
member sitting up for a night of prayer 
end saying to myself, “I am not going 
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to get up from my knees until I have 
“the blessing.” But, in spite of it all, 
the heavens seemed to be as brass and 
I could not somehow or other attain 
to the glories and the experiences of 
my Methodist friends. But George 
Macgregor’s booklet on “The Holy Life 
and How To Live It” was so simple, 
and the entrance into the life of holi- 
ness was just simply by faith, surren- 
der, and obedience, and, instead of 
Methodist excitement, there came a 
calm and a quiet inward experience 
that the Lord was hearing and answer- 
ing prayer. This experience was in- 
tensified when I had sent to me from 
America a book written by James Mc- 
Conkey called, “The Threefold Gift of 
the Holy Spirit.” That was the begin- 
ning of an entirely new life in Christ. 
Instead of defeat, there was victory; 
instead of excitement, there was calm; 
instead of enthusiasm, there was disci- 
pline. Dr, Stuart Holden used to stress 
in those days that we young people 
must have a quiet time alone with God, 
and I found that the teaching of George 
Macgregor, plus the teaching of, Dr. 
Stuart Holden with regard to the quiet 
time, established my spiritual life and 
one entered into something of what is 
called, “The Keswick Experience.” 

Now as to the giants who possessed 
the platform in those’ days, it is very 
difficult to separate the one from the 
other. One could mention the names of 
Dr. A. T. Pierson from America, Dr. 
Reuben A, Torrey later on, Dr. F. B. 
Meyer, end many another giant such as 
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we do not seem to possess today. But 
I think that in any book that you com. 
pile it is absolutely essential to bive 
something of the spiritual history and 
background of two names who really 
made the Keswick Convention. Much 
has been said of Canon Harford Bat- 
tersby, the Vicar of St. John’s, and his 
memorable experience of the Oxford 
Conference of 1874, but, to my mind, 
the Keswick Convention was not made 
as a result of that experience of the 
Vicar of St. John’s. Soon there came 
onto ‘the platform two men of outstand- 
ing ability and scholarship, and it was 
because of that ability and that scholar. 
ship, accompanied with divine power, 
that the Keswick Convention has de- 
veloped into the world-wide movement, 

Fifty-five years ago, when I. first 
knew it, the Convention was compara- 
tively small and had nothing like the 
influence in the world that it has today, 
but there were those on that platform 
in those days who influenced the teach- 
ing and practice—they made the Kes- 
wick Convention what it has become. 
You may be surprised at the two names 
that I mention, but I think they are 
outstanding. First, the Rev. Evan Hop- 
kins, secondly, Dr. Handley Moule, then 
principal of Ridley Hall, Cambridge, 
afterward Bishop of Durham. To un 
derstand the Keswick Convention we 
must understand the spiritual biogra- 
phies of both these men, and I want, 
as far as my memory will allow me, 
to revive those memories, for, as a 
young speaker at the Keswick Conven- 
tions of 1908 and 1909, I was invited 
with all the other speakers to two days 
of prayer and conference at the house 
of Mr. Evan Hopkins in the heart of 
Surrey. And, year after year, we all 
felt those two days of prayer and con- 
ference under the leadership and guid- 
ance of our elder brother, Mr. Evan 
Hopkins, to be days of inspiration and 
blessing. 

I want to speak very specially of Mr. 
Evan Hopkins’ influence behind the 
gcenes as well as on the platform of 
the Keswick Convention. To my mind, 
no man occupied the position and had 
the influence in the Keswick Movement 
more than the Rev. Evan Hopkins. It 
was he that gave that memorable Bible 
reading on John 4:46-54 when Canon 
Harford Battersby came out of dark- 
ness into light, out of bondage into lib- 
erty, and became the leader of the first 
Conventions. His life was transformed, 
and for eight years his ministry in 
Keswick and in the Diocese of Carlisle 
was literally miraculous—it all came 
from a very simple Bible reading con- 
cerning the nobleman who pleaded with 
our Lord, “Sir, come down ere my child 
die. Jesus saith unto him, Go thy way; 
thy son liveth. The man believed the 
word that Jesus spake unto him, and 
he went his way” (A.S.V.). In the ap- 
plication of that Bible reading, Evan 
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Hopkins reminded the two thousand 
people at the Oxford Conference that 
they had come from all over the world 
seeking a life of deliverance from the 
power of indwelling sin, seeking a life 
of triumphant joy and victory, and it 
was while he was expounding the fif- 
tieth verse of that chapter that the eyes 
of Harford Battersby were opened, and 
he seemed to hear the Lord saying to 
him, “Go thy way; thy soul liveth.” 
And he entered into the new life of 
absolute abandonment to the Lordship 
of the Holy Spirit, so much so that 
everybody who came into touch with 
him afterward was conscious that an 
amazing miracle had been wrought in 
heart and life and ministry, and he, 
like the nobleman of old, became the 
man that believed the word that Jesus 


-spake unto him, and he went his way. 


Evan Hopkins was not a_ great 
speaker, but he had one great objective 
in every address that he gave, and that 
was that everyone in the tent should 
come into “the blessing,” and, when I 
first went to Keswick, constantly we 
were asking one another, “Have you got 
‘the blessing’?” or, to put it another 
way, “Has the Blesser got you?” In 
those days, the Keswick Convention 
was a failure unless people had got 
“the Blessing” or the Blesser had got 
them. There was always a speaking 
to and a preaching of a very definite 
inward heart experience. ‘ 


What Was “The Blessing”? 

How to sum up what that blessing 
was is perhaps difficult, for the Lord 
deals with us all in a different manner, 
but it was the crucifixion of self, it 
was the reckoning of. self dead, but, 
more than that, it was the reckoning 
that Christ is literally living in me as 
my Lord. Consequently, my will, my 
time, my way, my whole *seing now 
was under the authority, under the lord- 
ship of the Holy Spirit. We always 
knew in the house parties and amongst 
our friends, those who had come into 
“the blessing.” There was something 
very definite about them—a new humil- 
ity, a new joy, a new power. 

Evan Hopkins was the son of a gifted 
civil engineer of Welsh extraction, and 
he had been a successful businessman 
and had traveled widely in South 
America and Australia. His main study 
as a young man was that of chemistry. 
There was in him something of the sci- 
entist. One day, when he was having 
a holiday in the Isle of Man, he had an 
accident on the cliffs and found him- 
self suddenly slipping down toward the 
sea. He tried to stop himself, but could 
not, but on the very edge of a crag he 
saw a tuft of grass to which he held, 
and that tuft of grass was really the 
means of his salvation. Later he wrote 
a little tract called, “Only a Tuft of 
Grass.” So powerfully was he moved 
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by this accident that it led to his con- 
version. 

Of course, he wanted to be ordained, 
and he went for training to King’s 
College, London University, and became 
a curate eventually at Portman Chapel, 
now St, Paul's, Portman Square, then 
a very popular church attended by the 
elite of the West End in London. After 
that he was appointed Vicar at Holy 
Trinity, Richmond, and he was there for 
twenty-three years, and the church was 
always full. It had a great name 
amongst the Evangelicals of those days. 
Although, as I said before, he was not a 
great preacher, there was that sincerity 
and reality and grace and power that 
attracted the crowds, and multitudes were 
brought to Christ, and Christians were 
brought into the fullness of blessing. 

In 1873 he came under the in- 
fluence of Mrs. Pearsall Smith of Amer- 
ica {Hannah Whitall Smith]. She and 
her husband were preaching the pos- 
sibility of triumphant holiness to be 
experienced here and now, a life of 
unbroken fellowship with the Father 
and His Son, Jesus Christ, and this new 
teaching that “sin shall not have do- 
minion over you” (Rom. 6:14) gripped 
him and his wife, and he became a 
speaker at the earlier Holiness conven- 
tions at Brighton, “Broadlands,” and 
Oxford. 

Although there were fixed chairmen 
in those days, it was Evan Hopkins 
who, behind the scenes, directed in his 
humble, lowly, effective manner, mak- 
ing Keswick what it under God’s guid- 
ance eventually became, He was the first 
chairman of the Trustees of the Keswick 
Convention though he never became 
chairman of the Convention itself, but the 
secret of his power was in what he said 
at the end of every address almost 
without exception. He would use these 
words, “You may enter into the full- 
ness of blessing here and now, you can 
be God-possessed here and now, you can 
let go self here and now, self may be 
crucified in your heart and mind and 
thought here and now,” and it was gen- 
erally his privilege and responsibility 
to take the after service, which was 
almost a custom in those early days. 
Under God, the Keswick Convention 
owes to him more than people realize 
today. © 


Bishop Handley G. Moule 

The second great personality was.a 
very different type of man. He was the 
great scholar of the Convention, more 
highly esteemed than perhaps any other 
speaker there, namely, the Rev. Hand- 
ley G. Moule, later Bishop of Durham. 
He, himself, had entered into what is 
called the “Keswick blessing” through 
the instrumentality, under the guidance 


“of the Holy Spirit, of the Rev. Evan 


Hopkins. Handley Moule at first was 
against holiness as taught at Keswick. 
He was one of those who felt that the

Keswick message went too far toward 
sinless perfection. There were many 
like Dr. Handley Moule who felt that 
the Keswick message at first tended 
toward an experience that was unscrip- 
tural. But, in 1883, Dr. Handley Moule 
was staying with some friends in Scotland 
at a house party and so was Evan Hop- 
kins. Evan Hopkins was asked to give 
an address on “The Life Triumphant.” I 
suppose there was no greater Greek New 
Testament scholar anywhere than Dr. 
Handley Moule, and, as a result of that 
address that he heard with his Greek 
Testament in his hand, he found that 
the entrance into the life of holiness, or 
sanctification, in the Greek was always 
in the aorist tense, and the aorist tense 
always refers to an action “here and 
now.” For years Dr, Handley Moule 
had been longing for a deeper and fuller 
experience of heart victory, and, at that 
little convention in Scotland; he came 
into the fullness of blessing. As the 
outstanding theologian of his day his 
presence on the Keswick platform made 
a tremendous difference especially in 
the eyes of the scholars of all of the 
churches. Besides that he was also a 
poet and a hymn writer. His saintly 
life, humanly speaking, has never been 
surpassed, and his name is still in all 
the churches. His exposition of the great 
Epistles of Ephesians, Colossians, Gala- 
tians, and Romans will perhaps never be 
equalled, and being a principal of Rid- 
ley Hall, Cambridge, and afterward a 
Regius Professor of the University, it 
made all the-difference to the presenta- 
tion of the truth for which Keswick 
stood, 

Do not forget these two men in re- 
calling the early days of the Keswick 
Convention, because the Convention 
would never have become what it did 
had it not been for their life and wit- 
ness and testimony. God indeed over- 
ruled and gave us men, the one busi- 
nesslike and scientific in thought, the 
other a deep theologian and a great 
scholar. The result is that the Keswick, 
Convention is rooted and grounded in 
the Word of God, in true theology, and 
in a very attractive appeal to the in- 
dividual here and now to enter into the 
fullness of the experience of Galatians 
2:20, “I am crycified with Christ: never- 
theless I live; yet not I, but Christ 
liveth in me: and the life which I now 


live in the flesh I live by the faith of 


the Son of God, who loved me, and 
gave himself for me.”

Australian paper, New Life. I would 
like to quote it in its entirety. 

“Those who prayerfully remember 
the work of Gospel Recordings, Inc., 
will be interested to hear news of the 
Tibetan recordings in a recent letter 
fram Miss L. E. Nicoll, the G.R.I. rep- 
resentative in India. Miss Nicoll writes: 
‘I am now at Kalimpong, in the Dar- 
jeeling hills on a “special request” job, 
recording more Tibetan messages. The 
Tibetans are a fascinating race, and 
most conspicuous by their tal] figures, 
colorful ,dress, and ornaments. The 
ladies with whom I am staying belong 
to the Tibetan Prayer Fellowship, and 
find many opportunities among these 
people. One thrilling story happened 
just a short time ago, when the “Oracle” 
from the largest and most important 
Lamasery came into the hospital here 
for treatment. The Gospel records were 
played to him, and he became so in- 
terested that he bought no less than 
five sets to take back with him. A 
friend went to the bazaar with him 
to help him buy a gramophone on which 
to play them. .. . The “Oracle” is the 
medium through whom they get their 
messages from the spirit world—really 
demon possession—and every Lamasery 
has its “Oracle.” 

“‘T wonder if the Lord would lay the 
burden of these records on your hearts 
for prayer? Gospel records in a Lama- 
sery! God’s Word is there, where no 
missionary could ever take it. What 
a challenge to us to pray that light, 
life, and salvation may come to many 
a doomed and darkened heart.’” 


Agriculture in Israel.—Undoubtedly 
the most distinguished authority on agri- 
cultural possibilities in Israel today is 
Dr, Walter C. Lowdermilk, whose books 
on this subject are standard. Dr. Low- 
dermilk has just returned to the United 
States from a three-year tour of Israel 
for the purpose of investigating the pos- 
sibilities of further developing the agri- 
cultural potentialities of that small land. 
In an interview with a Los Angeles re- 
porter, Dr. Lowdermilk made the fol- 
lowing significant statement: 

“The people are working toward a 
full use of their land. The country is 
being transferred from a wasteland to 
a land of milk and honey. From what 
I saw, I know that the Biblical refer- 
ences to the lush prosperity of the Holy 
Land are true. Forests are being 
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planted on the hills and thousands of 


acres of land are being reseeded into 
verdant pastures. The best lands are 
being kept for farming. In California 
I see subdivisions and industry pushing 
into some of our best farm land. This 
is a mistake that we must reckon with 
one day. Civilization today is running a 
race with famine, and the outcome is in 
doubt. The work being done in Israel 
is a very important pilot project show- 
ing what can be done when modern 
production methods are applied to agri- 
culture and soil conservation,” 

The Lowdermilks plan to return to 
Israel in the spring, when the Lowder- 
milk Institute of Agricultural Engineer- 
ing will be dedicated at Technion, as 
a part of the Israel Institute of Tech- 
nology, where already three hundred 
students are enrolled. 


Church Affiliation in Glasgow.—A sur- 
vey of church affiliation among resi- 
dents of Glasgow, Scotland, has just 
been completed by Dr. John Highet, 
lecturer in so@Ology in the University 
of Glasgow. Total membership in the 
churches of Glasgow is a little above 
fifty per cent of the city’s adult popula- 
tion. However, as regards church at- 
tendance, the survey shows that three- 
fourths of all adults in Glasgow, in that 
once Bible-saturated land of Scotland 
where first loyalty was given to the 
church, stay away week after week, year 
after year, from all services of public 
worship. 

“What characterizes the church situa- 
tion in Glasgow (as elsewhere in Scot- 
land) today is the realization that— 
as many church leaders have expressed 
it—‘only if it is a missionary, outgoing 
force will the church in our time be 
effective. Few are in any doubt about 
the magnitude of the task, Yet the pros- 
pects are not everywhere discouraging. 
Indeed, in the new housing areas—as 
the Rev. Clarence Finlayson of Pollok 
(among others) has said in the British 
Weekly before now—the situation is, 
for the church, one of heartening 
promise. 

“Further, evidence is accumulating 
from house-to-house missions that the 
hard core of the ‘just not interested’ 
form a.minority among the uncon- 
nected, and that many in this category 
still send their children to Sunday 
school—a practice which is not in every 
case motivated solely by a desire to get 
them out of the way and leave the 
reading of Sunday newspapers undis- 
turbed. Indeed, not merely does this 
category display little hostility to the 
church: more positively it appreciates 
that the church has a part to play in

the lives of others if not in theirs and 
should be left to get on with it. It also 
contains, it should be added, its quota 
of ‘four-wheel Christians’; and the hub 
of their attitude is: ‘We are not much 
interested in the Church but it is a good 
thing to have around when you need it.’” 


The problem of alcoholism grows in- 
creasingly acute in all the so-called 
civilized nations of the earth. The 
French Government is plagued with this 
problem and is endeavoring in all sorts 
of ways to turn its people from intox- 
icating drinks to wholesome beverages. 
Poland is also now faced with this sit- 
uation. ‘An article in Israel My Glory 
on present conditions in Warsaw de- 
scribes the tragic condition of many of 
the people of that once beautiful city. 

“There is one industry that seems to 
be flourishing, that is the production 
of alcoholic beverages, especially of 
vodka and beer. One sees drunks every- 
where. Sometimes you see them stag- 
ger even early in the morning. People 
are depressed and frustrated. There is 
little outlet for their money, their time, 
or energy, so they spend it on drink, 
with disastrous results for the whole 
country. Alcohol fills the prisons with 
criminals, breaks up homes, and causes 
absenteeism and low efficiency in fac- 
tories. Even schools are plagued by 
alcoholism among children. 

“Just recently the government, .in 
seeking to diminish the frightening rise 
of alcoholism, increased the tax on alco- 
hol by fifteen per cent. But the only 
way to redily fight drunkenness would 
be to eradicate the production. of it. 
This the government cannot do because 
a large part of its budget, 3 billion 
zloty ($125 million) is derived from tax- 
ation of alcoholic beverages.” 


Progress in the Belgian Congo.—A 
report by the Rev. and Mrs, E. J. Pud- 
ney on their visit to the Belgian Congo 
contains some most encouraging news. 
The Belgian Congo Government re- 
quires that all education within its 
boundaries include spiritual and moral 
instruction—which is more than can be 
said for most educational curricula in 
our country. The schools of this one 
organization, the Unevangelized Fields 
Mission, reached 5,250 pupils in 1956. 
Some thirty teachers were graduated 
from their normal and teacher training 
schools this year. “Most of our large 
schools are no longer boarding schools. 
Children come daily to classes and know 
that they will be dropped if they miss 
without adequate reason. At one time 
it was difficult to get girls te school; 
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home.” 

Would that the following paragraph 
could be the experience of all Chris- 
tian communities: “The spirit of appre- 
ciation and generosity among the. be- 
lievers. is beyond anything previously 
experienced. Very seldom are we asked 
for anything these days, but rather do 
they gladly give )to us eggs, chickens, 
fruit, etc., with prolific thanks for send- 
ing them missionaries. Once I tried to 
give money to the local school in return 
for large gifts, but even this was re- 
fused, an unheard-of thing in days past. 


It should be noted that economic con-' 


ditions are much improved in Congo; 
wages are quite good for those who 
work, and the people now enjoy, more 
clothing, shoes, bicycles, better cooking 
utensils, etc. It should also be remem- 
bered that prices of food and labor on 
mission stations are now much higher and 
this naturally affects the missionaries’ 
finances. All our churches and outsta- 
tions congregations are fully self-sup- 
porting.” 

The report concludes with the same 
note that we are hearing from mission- 
aries all over the world: “It is today 
or never, for while this report may seem 
to give a bright picture, let us not for- 
get that behind the scenes Communism, 
Nationalism, and anti-white movements 
are raising their ugly heads. Actually, 
at the dedication service of the Bible 
institute at Banjwadi, one of the anti- 
white leaders was present in person and 
came, he said, because the visitors from 
America were his friends. Needless to 
say, we did not know him nor did we 
have anything to do with him, but it 
was sufficient to warn us that the enemy 
is on our trail and we must rédeem the 
time for the days are evil.” 


Genetic Characteristics of Jews.—In 
September, 1956, in these columns I 
directed attention to a statement made 
by anthropologists working in the Medi- 
terranean area that most of the Jews 
of these many nations present similar 
characteristics in their fingerprints, dis- 
tinguishing them from Gentiles. This 
idea has been carried further. The 
New York Times reports a cablegram 
from Jerusalem under date of Septem- 
ber 18 relative to an investigation of 
the genetic characteristics of the Jew- 
ish people from seventy-two different 
nations now living in Palestine. Some 
of these people come from areas such 
as Yemen, where Jews have lived con- 
tinuously since the destruction of Jeru- 
Salem in 586 B.C., or more than 2,500 
years. Not only do these widely sep- 
arated geological groups reveal definite 
likeness in fingerprint characteristics, 
but geneticists at work en this subject 
Say they have discovered clear evidence 
of what may be called their original 
Eastern Mediterranean gene pool. The 
article itself is headed, “Link to the 






now hundreds come daily and live at 
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Twelve Tribes Sought Among Different 
Geographical Groups.” 

In seeing this report, I could not help 
but think of the first half of the sev- 
enth chapter of the Book of Revelation, 
which many interpret as a prophecy of 
the preservation of a certain number. of 
the Children of Israel at the end of this 








‘ age according to their tribal divisions. 


German War Medals.—The British 
Weekly for September quotes the re- 
action of the publication Church and 
Men, official organ of the men’s work 
of the Evangelical Church in Germany, 
to the new law which allows men in 
the German army of the second World 
War ‘> wear medals won at that time, 
without the swastika. The challenge is 
vigorous: 

“We would like to ask those who are 
going to wear these medals for what 
reasons and motives, and with what 
feelings, they will do so. Do they really 
need to emphasize their personality in 
this way? Is it a blemish for a Ger- 
man soldier to keep his chest clean from 
decorations inevitably associated with 
the greatest bloodshed and horror, and 
with shameful and criminal events? 
Could it not, rather, be a sign of par- 
ticular honour to profess—by not wear- 
ing these medals—that one has learned 
a lesson from the past?” 


Pioneering in Indochina.—Two well- 
known veteran missionaries are Mr. and 
Mrs. Gordon H. Smith, who have labored 
with abundant fruitfulness in French 
Indochina for years. They are now work- 
ing among jungle tribes of Da Nang, in 
Viet-Nam, A recent communication from 
them, describing their experience in a 
village of the “unsubdued” Khat tribe, 
after a long, exhausting journey, is so 
revealing, so far removed from what 
you and I know anything about in our 
age of softness and shrinking from 
hardship, that I feel sure its reprinting 
here will lead many to true intercessory 
prayer on behalf of those who are 
laboring in such areas.

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Dear Friends, 


We have just visited the tribe nearest 
to Tourane, the KHAT people. With our 
Viet-Namese cook, Gordon and I drove 
18 kilometers to the Nam-O River and 
hired a sampan with five rowers to take 
us back into the jungles. For four 
hours we enjoyed the winding shallow 
river, then switched to a tiny sampan 
rowed by two men. The river narrowed 
as it came down in a series of shallow 
rapids through the mountains, and we 
had to walk while the men pushed the 
boat up the narrow channels. 

The scenery all the while was superb, 
with jungle-clad mountains coming right 
down to the water’s edge, and brilliant 
birds, butterflies as big as birds, lovely 
clear water, and perfect weather to re- 
joice in. At the end of navigation we 
climbed the bank to a woodcutter’s 
lean-to. After a good swim and an 
early supper, we went to bed under a 
tarpaulin we had brought along. It was 
already dark.» That means six-thirty 
out here. 

Dawn, an early breakfast, and we 
were on our way to the mountain vil- 
lages with one of the woodcutters as 
guide. The guide assured us it was not 
far, so we took no bedding or food with 
us, except a canteen of water, can of 
corned beef, and a can of fruit juice, 
thinking to get some rice in the village 
at noon, and return at night. We 
walked three kilometers through a leafy 
trail by the rushing river, and that was 
lovely. Then we crossed the rocky 
stream, wading through deep rushing 
water, and began to climb a mountain. 
I thought we'd just be going up about 
a kilometer, so I enjoyed it even though 
it was very, very steep and high. I've 
had a chronic heart murmur since I 
was 16, so I've never climbed moun- 
tains. The doctor in Chicago a few 
months ago told me my heart was 
stronger now than it was when I was 
16. He could tell by the old fissures or 
something in the X-rays. So I wasn't 
afraid take the climb slowly. 

I «lis every few feet and counted 
ten an n't let myself get much out 
of breath. Some places we had to use 
our hands to help crawl up the steep 
trail. We got up to the first level and 
Gordon wanted me to go back to camp. 
But I wanted to go ahead. So we 
climbed up and up slowly to the sec- 
ond level spot, almost at a 75-degree 
angle, taking it very slowly. After two 
more hours we must have reached three 
thousand feet. We thought the village 
must be near now, just a little way 
down the other side. I was feeling 
pretty spry and it was exciting to be up 


so high. The guide was vague about 


the distance ahead. We skirted to the 
left on the crest of the mountain 
through dense, cool jyingle, then climbed 
more long, steep stairs. We descended 
steep banks, then climbed up others, 
on and on, the pathway a precarious 
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trail on the hillside. By noon we had 
not yet arrived. We ate our corned 
‘beef, drank our fruit juice, and plodded 
on again. The trail narrowed still more 
as it climbed to a peak, giving us barely 
a foothold. Fortunately, it was dry 
weather. I was beginning to get pretty 
tired, but it was also exciting to think 
of an “unsubdued” village ahead, and 
being the first white woman ever to go 
on this trail. 

We were unarmed. By 2 p.m. we 
reached the first rice fields, clearings 
on the steep mountain slopes, and a 
great view of the surrounding moun- 
tains burst into view after our jungle 
trail. We followed the “fingernail” 
trail down through the fields about a 
thousand feet lower until we saw men 
working. ... 

Gordon, thinking to make friends, 
took a photo of one of the men on his 
Polaroid camera, handing him the photo 
after thirty seconds. The Khat was 
electrified. He began to shout, “Now 
I'll die!” He told us he would have to 
make a Sacrifice to the spirits, and that 
Gordon would have to give him thirty 
piastres to allay his fears. He slashed 
a cut in a tree, stuck the photo in it, 
brought out a platter with some joss 
sticks, tobacco leaves, and alcohol, and 
began his prayers, leaping and bowing. 
Gordon had to take the photo and burn 
it. All the while he took photos on his 
Rolleifiex, unknown to the Khat as he 
chanted. 

As we sat on the mat all alone, the 
cook went around trying to make 
friends. The men understood some 
Viet-Namese, having contact with the 
woodcutters down below on the trails. 
They brought out their spears and 
planted them outside their doors. We 
told them we had some presents of 
clothing for them, but they said they 
never accept presents. We had medi- 
cine for them, but they said they once 
took some and one man had died. They 
wouldn’t dare touch it. “We'd all die 
if we touched your things,” theyyshouted 
at us, in a sort of cackling g They 
told our cook and guide t if they 
had not been with us, they all would 
have fled at our approach. They finally 
agreed to give us a house to stay in, 
as it would have been impossible to 
return far on the trail that night. We 
dared not pass the tiger traps set near 
the paths at that late hour. The cook 
managed to purchase a small chicken 
for us which he cooked without salt. 
The guide had started to pluck it be- 
fore it was killed, but we soon made 
him kill it first. 

I brought out some pictures of Christ 
and tried to tell the poor people the 
story from the center of the village, 
with our cook translating from our 
French into VietdNamese. They kept 
shouting back from their huts, “We 
don’t understand. We don’t want to 
hear! 


We'll all die tomorrow because 


. 
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you have come.” They have never 
heard of God or Christ. They never 
heard of America, or even of the Viet- 
Namese President. They have never been 
down to the coast. They just hide away, 
and fear death all around them. They 
have no outside help of any kind. Hid- 
den under the trees, the village is in- 
visible from above. 

We moved into one of the houses va- 
cated by afamily. It had two platform 
beds of. hard boards, and a fireplace, a 
drum but no alcohol jars. Over one 
bed was a shelf, and as Gordon and I 
lay there resting, the owner came in 
and made an offering to the spirit of 
his house, just over our heads. Before 
dark I took out a flannelgraph to try 
to show to the people. I had a piece of 
bright red flannel and as I started to 
hang it up, people shouted, “Take that 
away.” Some came running at me, ges- 
ticulating. It seems that some rebel 
Viet Minh (whose flag is red) had 
passed through once, and had caused 
them trouble of some sort. So I had to 
put my red flannel away. Anyway, I 
was determined to show them the pic- 
tures, but when I held up Christ on the 
cross and tried to tell them of His true 
sacrifice, they were all terrified and ran 
indoors again. Gordon tried to be 
friendly, squatting in front of each hut 
and asking questions about their lan- 
guage. But they went off and left him, 
not inviting him inside. I went inside one 
hut, but as there was sickness there they 
told me to leave. A poor woman on a 
board bed, all covered from head to foot 
in a mat like a cocoon, was awfully ill. 
They refused our medicine. “She’s sick 
because she has no pig to sacrifice.” 
They refused to listen about Christ, 


Reductio ad absurdum.—A friend has 
sent me a copy of a bulletin of a Ro- 
man Catholic Church in the Wisconsin 
city in which he lives which contains 
one of the most amazing statements re- 
garding the Catholic faith that I have 
seen. This is perhaps common in Cath- 
olic textbooks, but to me it is a reve- 
lation. 

“During the past few months there 
have been a number of people leaving 
the church a few minutes after they 
have received Holy Communion at 6.15 
on First Friday. This is a great dishonor 
to our Blessed Lord. The Church tells 
us that Jesus remains in our bodies 15 
minutes after we have received Holy 
Communion; that means that our 
thanksgiving ought to be at least 15 
minutes long and that we should not 
leave the church until our Lord is not 
longer with us. If you cannot spend 15 
minutes in thanksgiving, you may not 
receive Holy Communion at that time. 
If you must be at work early in the 
morning, please come to the evening 
Mass at 7.30; that is why we.have it.” 

I do not care to make any comment 
on this except that the reading of it 
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brings to mind a New Testament prom- 
ise regarding the presence of Christ, set 
forth in the last clause of the Gospel 
of Matthew—altogether different from 
this assertion. 

Mr. MacMillan Attends Mass.—For 


the first time in more than a century, 
a prime minister of ‘Great Britain has 


attended a requiem Mass in Westminster 


Cathedral (not to be confused with 
Westminster Abbey). In August, Prime 
Minister MacMillan was present at a 
Requiem Mass for Msgr. Ronald Knox, 
the famous Roman Catholic translator 
and scholar, who was Mr. MacMillan’s 
tutor in English and History at Ox- 
ford. 


A Large Island Without Witness.— 
In a most interesting column in the 
Australian paper, New Life, the Rev. 
Bud Schaeffer reports that the island 
of Bohol in the Philippines, fifty-five 
miles long and thirty-five miles wide, 
with a population of 700,000, does not 
have one missionary. There are over 
ninety different dialects spoken in the 
Philippine Islands, among some 22,000,- 
000 people. 

A population of 700,000 is almost as 
large as that of the city of Boston, and 
larger than Buffalo or Cincinnati; in- 
deed, this figure represents more people 
than are in the city of Pittsburgh to- 
day. 

Evangelism in Mission Fields.—A let- 
ter from a friend who has been par- 
ticipating in the conference for pastors 
in Ind6dnesia, conducted by World 
Vision, Inc., Dr. Bob Pierce, president, 
relays. word that the conference was 
attended by more than six hundred 
Protestant. evangelical ministers! He 
reports that there are probably more 
converts from Mohammedanism to 
Christianity in the Indonesian church 
than in any other part of the entire 
world. In Korea, on the last Sunday 
of the Seoul Crusade for Christ meet- 
ing, twelve thousand were in attend- 
ance, in spite of the increasing cold, 
and more than twenty-two hundred de- 
cisions have been recorded up to this 
time. 

There seems to be much more genuine 
activity in the area of evangelism in 
what we call the foreign mission fields 
of the world than in our own rich and 
Gospel-saturated land. 


The Bible in Japan.—It has been 
commonly reported that the distribution 
and reading of the Word of God in 
Japan is increasing, perhaps more than 
in any other single country of the Far 
East. The Rev. Tsunetaro Miyakoda, 
general secretary of the Japan Bible 
Society, declared: “It is well known 
that Prince Mikawa,. younger brother 
of Emperor Hirohito, has been studying 
the Bible very earnestly and has even 
been lecturing on the Bible at the Tokyo 
Women’s College.”

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 

ERUSALEM was neither an indus- 
J trial city nor a commercial city. 

It was a religious center, and what- 
ever wealth was there was in the hands 
of the religious leaders or government 
officials. ‘'Fhere was a good deal of 
poverty, alleviated only by the chari* 
table contributions which were part of 
the religious exercises of the Jews. 

The early church had its full share 
of the poor, For one thing, it was the 
common people who gladly heard the 
Lord Jesus (Mark 12:37), and the apos- 
tles drew their following largely from 
the same group. In the persecutions 
which arose, with confiscation of goods 
and boycott, many of the believers 
were reduced to a state of want, and 
times of depression simply aggravated 
the suffering, 

The Apostle Paul had a yearning over 
these poor saints and actively sought 
to alleviate their condition. It would 
appear, also (if the second chapter of 
Galatians is a description of the Coun- 
cil of Jerusalem, recorded in Acts 15), 
that-in addition to the written decree, 
the leaders of the church in Jerusalem 
had exhorted those who were engaged 
in Gentile work to remember the poor, 
to which Paul adds, “the same which 
I also was forward to do” (Gal. 2:10). 
It is not surprising, then, that during his 
third missionary journey, Paul organ- 
ized a relief fund for the poor in Jeru- 
salem, to which he invited the churches 
in at least three large areas to con- 
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tribute—Galatia, Achaia, and Mace- 
donia, 

In this the apostle showed himself to 
be a good promoter, but at the same 
time the whole project was conducted 
on a high spiritual plane. The church 
in Corinth was one of those invited to 
participate, and in both of his canonical 
letters to the Corinthians he deals with 
their part in it. 

In writing concerning this specific 
project, the Apostle Paul lays down 
great principles of giving which are 
thoroughly applicable to us today. 


Verse by Verse 

1 Cor. 16:1—*“. . . the collection for 
the saints, as .. , the churches of Galatiq_ 
.-.. 80... ye.” See also 2 Corinthians 
9:1-15. Apparently Galatia (in Asia 
Minor), Achaia (the southern portion of 
Greece), and Macedonia (the northern 
portion of Greece), were included in 
this collection for the poor in Jerusalem. 

Verse 2.—“Upon the first day of the 
week ... lay by him in store, as God 
hath prospered him...” The first day 
of the week had already come to have 
special significance for the Christians. 
The laying by in store was to be done 
at home (chez lui in the French version 


of Segond). 
Verse 3.—“. . . whomsoever ye shall 
approve... will I send...” Notice 


the action of the church, and the apos- 
tle’s acceptance of that action. The 
messengers therefore would carry apos- 
tolic sanction, 

Verse 4—“And if it be meet .. . they 
shall go with me.” “If it be worthy of 
my going” doubtless refers to the meas- 
ure of success of the whole project. If 


it turned out to be a large offering, he 
would go as chief, delegate to deliver it. 


Verse 5.—“. . . I will come unto you 

. . through Macedonia .. .” Corinth 
was in Achaia, and Macedonia was the 
territory to the north. The Letter was 
written from Ephesus. The shortest route 
to Corinth would be across the Aegean 
Sea, but the land route led north 
through Macedonia and south to Achaia. 


Verse 6.—“, . . I will... winter with 
you...” Winter was not the season 
to travel, and ships generally tied up 
in port, so an itinerant like Pau] had 
to plan where he might most profitably 
spend the winter, ’ 


Verse 7.—“...not...now... but I 
trust to tarry .. . if the Lord permit.” 
A visit to them at the moment would 
only delay his over-all plan, and per- 
haps hinder his getting to Corinth for 
the longer stay which he anticipated. 
But see 2 Corinthians 1:15-18, 23, 


Verse 8.—“. . . Ephesus until Pente- 
cost.” Pentecost (Whitsuntide) is in 
the latter part of May or early June. 
This Letter was probably written in 
early spring, after Passover. 


Verse 9.—“, . . a great door and effec- 
tual... and... many adversaries.” 
Here is the reason for remaining longer 
at Ephesus—to take advantage of the 
big opportunity, and to face up to the 
adversaries rather than seem to run 
away from them. 

Verse 10.—“. . . Timotheus . , . with 
you without fear ...asIalso,..” 
A good word for a young minister, to 
make the path easier for him. The 
apostle will not put himself in a cate- 
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gory above others who also serve the 
Lord. 

Verse 11—‘“Let no man. . . despise 
him .. .” See 1 Timothy 4:12. He 
champions the young man but at the 
same time lays the responsibility for 
not being despised on Timothy him- 
self. Without mature eharacter on his 
part, apostolic commendation will avail 
him little. 

Verse 12.—*, . . Apollos, I greatly de- 
sired him to come unto you . , . but his 
will was not...” See Acts 18:24-28. 
Some have “God’s will” in place of “his 
will.” The Greek leaves it open, but 
the context-more strongly suggests that 
it was Apollos who did not want to go 
to Corinth at that time. 

Verse 13.—“Watch ye, stand fast ... 
quit you like men, be strong.” Quite 
a military verse. If heathen will quit 
them like men in desperate self-defense 
(1 Sam. 4:9), how much more we who 
stand in the faith of God! 

Verse 14—“Let all your things be 
done with charity.” Faith and love 
must go together. Being strong does 
not mean being brutal, 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Although we are dealing with a pass- 
ing incident which took place in the 
days of the early church, there is some- 
thing amazingly. contemporary about 
these instructions, so that they are ‘ap- 
plicable, at least in principle, to--the 
whole question of giving on the part 
of Christians today. 

Here we have Biblical sanction and 
example for’ churches co-operating in a 
common project. The Apostle Paul 
rallied the churches of Galatia, Achaia, 
and Macedonia to this charitable under- 
taking on behalf of the poor saints at 
Jerusalem, and the money was somehow 
brought together to be carried to its 
destination. Paul even recommended 
(perhaps we should say commanded) 
the same general methods to be used 
in raising the money. 

The giving which Paul recommended 
was not the impulsive, highly emotional 
kind on the spur of the moment. He 
expected the saints to face the question 
of their giving calmly and deliberately, 
before the Lord. Then, regularly, they 
were to set aside the portion previously 
determined upon, week by week, to be 
brought at the appropriate time into 
the common fund. A tenth is not here 
indicated, but giving proportionate to 
the income. For some a tenth is far too 
little, but the poorest have not found 
the tenth too much, for God is no man’s 
debtor. So here is Biblical authority 


for a church treasury, with the responsi- 
bility of the members to see that the 
needs which wait on that treasury are 
met, not by the occasional big financial 
drive, but by regular, systematic giving. 

The reference to the first day of the 
week is interesting.

taken on special meaning for the church 
as the Lord’s Day, calling to mind His 
resurrection. It was definitely becom- 
ing the day for their gatherings for 
worship (Acts 20:7). It was therefore 
an appropriate day for the saints thank- 
fully to regard the measure in which 
they had prospered during the week, 
and to consecrate to holy purposes a 
proportion of their income, as an act 
of worship. I have known men who 
maintained a separate bank account for 
the Lord, and out of it gave for the 
regular and extraordinary needs of the 
Lord’s work. There is something deeply 
satisfying and sanctifying in handling 
the Lord’s money, acting as a treasurer 
for Him. It lifts giving from the plane 
of “charity” to a grand stewardship, and 
somehow that stewardship begins to 
possess the whole life.

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Topics for Development 

The Collection. The words which 
Paul uses to designate this Offering for 
the poor in Jerusalem are instructive, 
The word in verse 1 of our lesson is 
logia (or logeia), which simply means 
a fund created by contributions, such 
as would be done in any kind of club, 
But in verse 3 he uses the word charis, 
the usual word for grace. The same 
word is used of this collection in 2 
Corinthians 8:6, while the next verse 
links it with that grace, or gracious 
disposition, which is to inspire it. A 
like double usage is found in the word 
eulogia in 2 Corinthians 9:5, translated 
“pounty.” First it refers to the collec- 
tion, and then to the disposition which 
is to characterize those who give. Then 
it is called leitourgia, a service, in 2 
Corinthians 9:12. This word refers to 
religious service, or worship. From it 
we have our “liturgy.” Giving to God 
is an act of worship. Then in Romans 
15:26 Paul refers to this same collection 
as koinonia. It is translated “contribu- 
tion” in our King James Version, but 
the word really means “fellowship.” 
Giving is a fellowship, an entering into 
the needs of others in such a way that 
they share our fullness. Grace, bounty, 
worship, fellowship—that lifts “collec- 
tions” to a place of spiritual dignity and 
grandeur! 


Practical Applications 

Give regularly, systematically, and in 

proportion to your income. This is not 
only good sense and good business, but 
it is the divinely sanctioned method 
(v. 2). - 
*One of the prayer requests in the 
prayer calendar of the Moody Bible 
Institute is “that the Institute may be 
as right in its accounting methods as 
in its doctrine.” That should be the aim 
and principle of every Christian and 
every church, 

It is not ungodly to make plans, but 
over them all must be written, “if the 
Lord permit” (v. 7 and Jas, 4:13-15). 

See that you treat your ministers well, 
and encourage them (vs, 10, 11). 

Be sure that the ingredient of love is 
well mixed in all your actions (v. 14). 


Golden Text 

1 Cor. 16:14 (A.S.V.).—“Let all that 
ye do be done in love.” Love is the 
ultimate criterion of the value of con- 
duct. Love will deter us from a great 
deal of harshness, and even when we 
must be severe, love will take the 
sharpness out of it,

In a 
word, the keynote of a loving life is 


“others,

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The Busy Men's Corner

“Now concerning the collection .. .” 
(1 Cor. 16:1).—Last week’s lesson con- 
cluded with an exhortation for believers 
to be “always abounding in the work 
of the Lord.” This lesson shows us one 
way of doing it: with our money. Our 
Lord said, “Ye have the poor with you 
always, and whensoever ye will ye may 
do them good” (Matt. 14:7). 

Although the collection mentioned in 
our verse was a special one for the poor 
saints at Jerusalem (Acts 11:29), the 
instructions concerning it are of real 
value to us today. 

The words, “let every one of you lay 
by him in store,” shows that each be- 
liever should have a treasury, a fund, 
or a pool, into which money is put for 
special purposes. One’s giving should 
be systematic. 

The words, “as God hath prospered 
him,” reveals the fact that our giving 
should be proportionate, 

It would be interesting to know how 
many times we have been asked, “Do 
you believe in tithing?” And, although 
we think we understand the teaching 
of the New Testament regarding a be- 
liever’s stewardship of all things, we 
answer, “Yes! We believe the tenth is 
the irreducible minimum to go into the 
fund for special purposes.” Then there 
are “offerings,” and the holding and 
using of all things for the Lord. 

Eva Shepard says: “Mama Hebe is 
housemother for the girls’ dormitory at 
Vanga, Belgian Congo. Her husband 
died, leaving her with five children to 
support. One Saturday, she came to 
my house with two eggs. ‘Mama 
Mwungi,’ she said, ‘will you please buy 
these two eggs? Tomorrow is Sunday, 
and I have no offering to take to the 
service.’ I was delighted that she was 
so eager to take an offering and had 
thought of it in advance. To see what 
she would answer, I suggested that she 
might save the two eggs, raise a couple 
of chickens, and thus have more to give. 
She said, ‘If I give to the Lord of the 
blessings He has given me now, He will 
bless me, and later I will have more 
to offer.’' How many of us are like this 
uneducated Congo woman? Do we now 
give willingly and joyously of our pres- 
ent blessings?” 

Giving “joyously” recalls the incident 
of the man who sent a check for five 
thousand dollars to a bridegroom. The 
man’s daughter carried the check and 
presented it to the groom at his wed- 
ding. 

When she returned home, her father 
asked, “What did he say when you gave 
him the check?” “He didn’t say any- 
thing,” replied the daughter, “but he 
shed tears.” “How long did he cry?” 
“Why, Father, I didn’t time him; I 
should say, however, that he wept fully 
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a minute.” “Fully a minute!” roared the 
father. “Why, I cried an hour after I'd 
signed it!” . 

“For a great door and ,.. many ad- 
versaries .. .” (1 Cor. 16:9).—Dr. A. R. 
Fausset’s helpful comment is, “, .. many 
adversaries who would block up the 
way and prevent us from entering the 
open door. Not here false teachers, but 
open adversaries: both Jews and heathen. 
After St. Paul, by his now long-con- 
tinued labors at Ephesus, had produced 
effects which threatened the interests 
of those whose gains were derived from 
idolatry, ‘many adversaries’ arose (Acts 
19:9-23). Where great good is, there 
evil is sure to start up as its antagonist.” 

The Lord can put a certain place upon 
the heart of one of His servants, and 
cause him to go there without the serv- 
ant knowing why he feels constrained 
to go there,.as He did in exercising 
Paul about Ephesus. Even a man of 
J. N. Darby’s caliber wrote, “I remem- 
ber once going to Cork, Ireland, and 
could not tell why I went, and there 
was blessing.” 


“. . . quit you like men, be strong” 
(1 Cor. 16:13).—How many parents, 
preachers, and chaplains gave this verse 
to servicemen as they left for active 
duty! 

I read of one young lad who on his 
first night in the barracks took out his 
New Testament and read a few verses, 
then knelt in prayer. The swearing and 
loud talking ceased until he had fin- 
ished, and he was unmolested. The 
next day one of the men said to him: 
“We are a fairly hot set, and _ it’s just 
as well that there is one God-fearing 
man amongst us; nobody will trouble 
you.” 

In less than a week the same man 
said to him, “We've been talking about 
you and we'd like to have family 
prayers every night, and you'll have to 
do them for us.” Needless to say he 
was glad to oblige them. We all need 
the exhortations of the verse, “Watch; 
stand fast; play the man, be strong!” 

“Let all your things be done with 
charity [or love]” (1 Cor, 16:14).—This 
is better “felt than telt,” as the Scots 
say; so we need not comment on this

AY, fellows, money plays a big part 

in your life today and will be much 
more important in the years to come. 
How you get it and how you spend it 
has much to do with the forming of 
your character. The way in which you 
conduct your finances will go far toward 
determining whether you are a failure 
or a success—spiritually. You may by 
shrewd management become very rich, 
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and yet be very miserable. On the 
other hand, you may be only a wage 
earner all your life and the happiest 
fellow in your neighborhood, 

The first step toward a happy money 
program is to recognize the fact that 
the money is not yours, but belongs 
to God, and you are His steward. Settle 
that first and the way will be clear for 
a sound economy—sound both spiritu- 
ally and materially. 

God wants money to be a blessing, 
not a curse. It can be either one. He 
has told us in His Word how it can be 
a blessing. In Malachi 3:10 He is say- 
ing, “Bring ye all the tithes into the 
storehouse, that there may be meat in 
mine house, and prove me now here- 
with, saith the Lord of hosts, if I will 
not open you the windows of heaven, 
and pour you out a blessing, that there 
shall not be room enough to receive it.” 
Have you ever thought what big win- 
dows God must have? Look up in the 
sky. And God does not use His win- 
dows as we do ours—to let out bad air 
and let in fresh—or to let in the light, 
for “leaven’s air is pure and Heaven’s 
light 13 brighter than the sun. It is “the 
light of the knowledge of the glory of 
God in the face of Jesus Christ” (2 Cor. 
4:6). No, He uses His windows just 
to pour out blessing upon those who pay 
the tithe—one tenth of their income. 
And believe me, boy, those windows 
have to be big! 
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Samuel Colgate, the multimillionaire 
soap manufacturer, paid back to God 
ten cents out of the first dollar he earned 
as a boy, driving a mule pulling a canal 
boat. John Wanamaker and Henry 
Heinz were tithers. They were also 
merchant princes. I have talked with 
hundreds of tithers all across this coun- 
try of ours and, without: exception, they 
were all enthusiastic about it; not one 
was disappointed. I was hopelessly in 
debt and very miserable when I began 
to tithe. Within a few months I had 
paid up every debt, with interest, and 
have lived comfortably within my in- 
come ever since; buying nothing on 
credit. Not only that, but having the 
joy of giving after paying the tithe. 

Mr, Wanamaker sent two shiploads of 
supplies as a gift to starving Europeans 
at the close of World War I. He. said 
it gave him a lot of pleasure. Of course 
it did. 

It takes faith to tithe if you are in 
debt. A. A, Hyde, a multimillionaire, 
exploiter of Mentholatum, said he was 
$100,000 in debt when he began to tithe. 
Then in faith he began paying the tithe 
and God opened the big windows on his 
business and prospered him beyond his 
dreams. I heard him tell about it. He 
was a Presbyterian elder, and had been 
trying to exploit a medical formula, 
making little headway and struggling 
under that terrific interest-bearing debt. 
His trusting banker friend had permit- 
ted him to overdraw his account more 
than one hundred thousand dollars. He 
was challenged to tithe, but said it 
would not be honest while he owed the 
bank so much. Then one day while 
praying about it, God showed him that 
He, God, was his first creditor! Mr. 
Hyde went straight to his bookkeeper 
and told him, from that time on, when 
he drew out money for his personal 
needs to place one-tenth of it to a spe- 
cial account in the name of the Lord. 
Immediately, orders began to come in 
from every direction, and within a few 
months he had paid the banker, and his 
business was “putting on fat.” At the 
time he told us about ‘it he was giving 
85 per cent of his income. He had given 
back millions to the Lord. I never saw 
a happier man, just going around telil- 
ing the joy of being a trusted steward 
of the Lord’s goods. He leaned across 
the desk and looked us men straight in 
the eye as he said, “Some of you men 
may be wondering why God does not 
let you have the means to do good things 
for Him. Maybe it is because you have 
not trusted Him with your tithe. Lis- 
ten, men: When you trust God, then 
He will trust you, and in a bigger way 
than you ever imagined, but not until.” 

Remember, fellows, the tithe is some- 
thing to be paid to the Lord; then you 
can begin to give. God says, “Prove 
me now herewith.” Make the test. Keep 
a careful account. Be honest with God. 
When in doubt as to what should be 
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tithed, give God the benefit of the doubt 
(you can well afford to do that), and I 
guarantee you will be glad the rest of 
your life. But you do not need to have 
my guarantee, for you have God’s Big 
Window Promise.

Last Sunday we had a lesson from the 
great Resurrection Chapter. You re- 
member it ends, “Therefore, my beloved 
brethren, be ye stedfast, unmoveable, 
always abounding in the work of the 
Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your 
labour is not in vain in the Lord.” Be- 
cause of al] that Christ has done for 
us, and is going to do for us, we should 
be “always abounding in the work of 
the Lord.” And such work is never 
done “in vain.” 

The very next verse after this is about 
collections. Giving to the Lord is a very 
important part of our service for Him. 
If the early Christians had not given 
their time and money to the Lord, we 
would never have heard the Gospel. 
There would be no Sunday schools, no 
churches, no hospitals, no public schools, 
and no orphanages. 

If Christians today stopped giving to 
the Lord, there would soon be no 
churches, no Sunday schools, and no 
missionaries, 

Read 1 Corinthians 16:1, 2 to see how 
many Christians should give to the 
Lord. (Everyone.) Does that include 
teen-age girls, who do not have much 
spending money? 

Read 1 Corinthians 16:1, 2 to see 
when Christians should give. (On the 
first day of the week.) Yes, we should 
give every Lord’s Day. We should bring 
a weekly offering to the Lord, just as 
regularly as we cOme ourselves. What 
would you suggest we do about our of- 
fering if we are sick some Sunday and 
unable to come? (Bring a double of- 
fering next time.) Good. 

Read 1 Corinthians 16:1, 2 to see how 
much we are to bring. (We are to give 
as God has prospered us.) Right. That 
means that the person who has more, 
gives more. Most Christians believe: that 
they should give a tenth to the Lord. 
The Jews were commanded to do this. 
Abraham and Jacob did it, though they 
lived before the Law was given. We 
have received more blessings than they, 
so surely we should not give less, 

Now let us read verses 3-14. Here 
we learn of other ways to serve the 
Lord, in addition to giving money. Paul 
was spending his whole life preaching 
and teaching, and so was Timothy. 

In verses 13, 14 there are five things 
we are told to do. (1) To watch. I re- 
member an acrostic once put on our 
Sunday school blackboard when I was 
a child: “We should watch our

(2) Stand fast in the faith, (37 Be 
brave like soldiers, (4) Be strong Chris- 
tians, (5) Do everything lovingly.

Topic and Scripture: 
Ways To Give (1 Cor. 16:2, 5-7, 10, 12-14) 


HE turkey’s Thanksgiving gobble is 

scarcely silenced before Christmas 
bells begin to ring! So let us use this 
lesson to blend the two—thanksgiving 
for God’s blessings and plans for our 
Christmas giving. Suspend from light 
fixtures or fasten to the walls six cut- 
outs of turkeys, each bearing one of 
the thanksgiving verses on one side and 
its reference on the other, and six 
Christmas bells with the verses on giv- 
ing. 

Use an attractively wrapped package 
for the opening object lesson. Would 
you rather be giving or getting this 
package? Terry, find the bell that tells 
what the Lord Jesus thought (Acts 20: 
35). But we cannot give until we get 
—for everything comes from God! 
Frank, find the turkey with James 1:17. 
That is why we have Thanksgiving! 


. There is one gift from Him so wonder- 


ful there are no words good enough to 
tell about it (2 Cor. 9:15). One month 
from tomorrow we shall be celebrating 
the coming of that gift! (John 3:16. Na- 
tivity picture.) Think of the Baby 
Jesus lying on the manger hay. What 
a contrast to His glory and power in 
Heaven! (2 Cor. 8:9.) All those who 
believe in the Son of God, who came 
on Christmas Day, was buried on Good 
Friday, and rose on Easter Day, receive 
what? (1 John 4:9.) During the past 
week what have we learned about ‘that 
life? To those who believe in that Son 
the Holy Spirit gives different, special 
(1 Cor. 14:1, A.S.V.). For whom 
are these gifts to be used? Others! 
I will distribute these turkeys, and the 
one who receives each, lead us in a 
prayer of thanks for what is suggested 
in that verse. 

Who brought gifts to the little Sav- 
iour-King? (Picture of Wise Men, Read 
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from Bibles Matt. 2:1, 2,11.) We can no 
longer bring Him our gold and gifts 
directly, but read what He said in Mat- 
thew 25:40. Present a relief or mission- 
ary unit for children’s giving at Christ- 
mas. If your church or denomination 
or community does not provide an ap- 
propriate project, there is CARE (660 
First Ave., New York 16). A five-dollar 
package may bring an interesting con- 
tact abroad. 

The Christians in Corinth, because of 
the trade and business in that isthmus 
city, were richer than their Christian 
brothers in Jerusalem. Paul sponsored 
a great contribution of money from the 
churches of Europe to help the Chris- 
tians in Palestine. He told them to do 
it this way (1 Cor. 16:2). Shall we do 
the same way? This afternoon you can 
make your container to hold what you 
put away and save up each week, 
Mother will let you have a peanut but- 
ter jar or baking powder tin. Cover 
it with Christmas gift paper or cutouts 
from used Christmas cards. Bring it 
next Sunday to show us, with what you 
have saved in one week. Get the mes- 
sages on two more bells (2 Cor, 9:7; 
Matt. 6:19, 20). 

We have spoken only of giving money, 
but other lesson verses refer to hos- 
pitality, attitude, and help in regard to 
Christian workers as they minister their 
spiritual gifts to the church. “Lu Po’s 
Birthday Present” (Sunpay SCHOOL 
Times, May 26, 1956) is a good story of 
a child who had no money but gave 
a gift of service. “Let all that ye do be 
done in love” (1 Cor. 16:14, AS.V,, 
Memory Verse). Our gift of speech and 
memory we can use for others—the reci- 
tation in unison or as a speaking chorus 
of Philippians 2:5-11 (beginning with 
“Christ Jesus”), in a Christmas pro- 
gram, (Suggestions regarding this will 
follow in a later article.)

ABABY sighed sadly as she saw 

her two small brothers, full of life 
and joy, as they set off for school in 
the next African village. She was so 
eager to read books and get knowledge, 
but, alas, it was not possible.

Ma looks so tired and 
sick sometimes, though she never stops 
working all day long.”

Ten Pastors Speak for Personal Evan- 
gelism. Edited by Claude Bunzel. 
(Twentieth Century Evangelism, P. O. 
Box 345, Pasadena, Calif., $1.50.) Writ- 
ten by men sound in the faith and with 
zeal for souls, these messages are in- 
structive, stimulating, and interesting. 
Naturally there is some similarity be- 
tween them, since all are dealing with 
the same subject, yet each man has a 
contribution to make. Scripture is 
freely used and there are many inci- 
dents from real life, which will encour- 
age other workers. These tell of some 
clever answers by these pastors to ob- 
jections, how they have tactfully and 
lovingly dealt with hard cases, and how 
souls have really been won to Christ. 

Nearly two pages are given to the 
experience of Dr. H. Clay Trumbull, 
former Editor of THe SunpAy ScHOOL 
Times and author of “Individual Work 
for Individuals” (out of print). He was 
a Civil War chaplain and a witness “in 
season and out of season.” 

One of the best chapters is “How 
Psychoiogy Can Help Us Become Better 
Witnesses.” Warning that “we must be 
careful to distinguish between the true 
and the false in psychology,” Mr. Adams 
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Lesson for November 24 


shows “that true psychology and Bibli- 
cal Christianity are not necessarily op- 
posed to each other,” and argues that 
psychology helps us to understand the 
Gospel, to understand people better, 
and gives us certain valuable techniques 
of diagnosis. Though some might be 
afraid of this chapter at first, he proves 
his case, with the proper use of Scrip- 
ture and a gentle, warm sense of humor. 
His accounts ‘of leading to Christ a 
dying member of the Masons, a con- 
versation with his little girl while fish- 
ing, and his dealing with a marine who 
was sure his record would get him into 
Heaven are unforgettable. 


This could well be used for a series 
on ten studies in an adult Bible class, 
in Wednesday night prayer nieeting, 
and will help individuals who want to 
be better soul-winners. 


Quiet Moments With God. By Mary 
Lillian Miles. (Light and Life Press, 
Winona Lake, Ind., $2.25.)

Most cover about half a page 
in this volume, and each comprises ref- 
erences for a Scripture reading, a brief 
comment by the author, and a thought, 
prayer, or song for the day. -This series 
covers the life and teachings of Christ 
according to the four Gospels. 


Mrs, Miles received the Th.B. degree 
from Gordon College, Mass., and is now 
wife of a Seattle pastor and a busy 
mother. This, her first book, is the re- 
sult of years of planning to give her 
own children a system of daily Bible 
reading that they could understand. 
There is a little box at the end of each 
daily portion for a child or his mother 
to check as it is read. The language 
is simple and brings out clearly the 


true Gospel and many other spiritual, 


lessons. There are frequent appeals for 
the children to take Christ as their 
Saviour. 


This is a very useful book, just the 
kind of thing that many Christian par- 
ents are looking for as a guide for their 
family worship.

Eventually the way opened for the 
stranded family to move to Canada 
where they were hospitably entertained 
in the farm home of the woman who 
had sent the only reply to all those 
many letters of appeal. 

Then it was that the hostess told how 
she came to see the letter of appeal. 
It was in a German language news- 
paper published in Canada, but their 
home did not subscribe to it. A neigh- 
bor who did subscribe just happened 
to leave it by mistake in the home of 
the woman whose compassion had 
brought the long-sought deliverance to 
the displaced family. It was God’s 
providence that lay behind the leav- 
ing of that newspaper where its plead- 
ing letter from afar would come under 
the eye of the one God intended to 
use for answering long-offered prayers.

AN ever needs to be reminded to be 
thankful to God. Even believers 
are often unmindful of God’s good- 
ness and mercy. Hence His Word is 


studded with admonishments to praise 
and thank God for what He is, and for 
His countless blessings and provisions 
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for our needs and enjoyment. When we 
consider our own failures in this direc- 
tion, it should be‘ta sobering thought 
that ingratitude toward God is named 
as characterizing unregenerate man in 
Romans 1. Natural man does not glo- 
rify God (vs, 21, 22), he becomes vain 
in his imaginations, his foolish heart is 
darkened, thinking to be wise he be- 
comes a fool, and neither is he thankful, 
ve 
It is good, therefore, for us, who have 
so much for which to give thanks, to 
have a national reminder once a year 
to look up toward God, and to express 
and show our gratitude to Him for His 
favor and blessing. May we therefore 
not use Thanksgiving Day merely as 
a holiday, and may our response to the 
President’s proclamation that calls upon 
us to be thankful not be confined to 
this one day in the year. May we be 
stimulated by it to a deeper and more 
discerning spirit of thankfulness that 
shall permeate every day and every 
department of our lives.

Our topic” suggests that one part of 
our meeting this week be devoted ‘to 
discussing some of the things for which 
we should be thankful. A blackboard 
list, compiled as various members of 
our group express why and for what 
they are thankful, might prove helpful. 
You may wish, in advance of the meet- 
ing date, to suggest that as many of 
your members as possible read such 
Psalms as 95, 96, 98, and 100, and then 
come prepared to give one particular 
reason why they are thankful. Call 
attention to the fact that while we 
should be grateful for God’s blessings 
and mercy, we should also give thanks 
for His goodness. What God is,,is just 
as great if not a greater reason for our 
thanksgiving and love as is what He 
does. If we loved our earthly friends 
only for what they gave us, that would 
be a feeble love indeed. It is what they 
are that calls forth our highest and best 
love. So it is in our relationship to 
God.

The Psalms also should help us, see 
that we can afford to bé demonstrative 
in our thanksgiving to God. Notice 
the terms “sing,” “make a joyful noise,” 
“declare,” “praise,” “make known,” 
and the like, in the Psalms. Too often, 
as Graham Scroggie says, we are con- 
tent with an “inward chuckle.” We can

and adoration of God,

Ephesians 5:20, the second Scripture 
portion for this topic, reminds us of the 
need for continual thanksgiving and 
for giving thanks for all things—the 
seeming unfavorable, or difficult, or un- 
pleasant things as well as for the good 
and pleasant. Is it possible to do this? 
If we really believe Romans 8:28, and 
can qualify as those who love God and 
are called according to His purpose, 
then we can be sure of the “all things” 
working together for good, even when 
we cannot see how this can be at the 
moment.

Luke 17:11-19, the third Scripture 
portion for this week, tells of the in- 
gratitude of some lepers in our Lord’s 
day. Note the emphasis here, not so 
much on their failure to say “Thank 
you” to Christ for their healing, as on 
their failure to give God the glory. 
Our ingratitude today shows not only 
indifference to the lessings we enjoy, 
but it shows also our willingness to 
rob God of the praise and glory that 
belong to Him, and our unwillingness 
to acknowledge our dependence upon 
the One who has made us and in whom 
we move and have our being. Our 
very breath is in His hands, and can 
be required of us at any moment. In 
spite of our vaunted seientific knowl- 
edge and self-sufficiency, the whole of 
creation would come crashing down 
about our heads if for one moment He 
withheld His power, “for by him were 
all things created, that are in heaven 
and that are in earth, visible and in- 
visible, whether they be thrones, or 
dominions, or principalities, or powers:
